The whole world was 
astonished that Americans could rally thus 
to the support of high ideals, and it was doubt- 
Jess also astonished that this rallying was on

the part of those who had come so recently 
from so many and varied nations. It was 
indeed a triumph for America over which she 
may well be proud. 

In bringing about this wonderful result, 
those who have participated during the past 
decades in the work of the American Bible 
Society have had a very important part. 
This Society supplied Scriptures to soldiers 
and sailors in all these and many other lan- 
guages.* And those who are now assisting it 
are similarly contributing greatly to the happy 
solution of the present problem. The Scriptures 
were supplied to people in America last year 
by our workers in seventy-five languages. 

The pages of the 
ReEcorpD and the testi- 
mony of newspapers, 
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of American troops 
is another testimony. 
Furthermore, the reading of the Scriptures 
not only upheld the ideals and morale of 
American manhood in the ranks of war; 
it has helped in great munition camps, in- 
dustrial centers, and country districts, to 
spread the principles of democracy and to 
lay the foundations of justice, neighborliness, 
peace, righteousness, liberty that is not 
license, and the duty and beauty of service. 
The Scriptures have been a link with home 
and homelands; not only the homeland rep- 
resented in America, but the earlier homelands 
across the seas; for many of the men, even

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of the nations they are thus linked to and yet 
opposing. 

Americans all! Yes, it is a mighty problem 
for our nation to achieve this end, and it is of 
uttermost importance to the whole world 
that America should achieve it. For, as our 
national leaders have taught* from the begin- 
ning down through the decades of our coun- 
try’s history, the Scriptures are a mighty 
force toward making those who read them 
good citizens in the highest and completest 
meaning of the words. 

The supplementary service which the Scrip- 
tures have rendered in meeting the problem 
of immigration by the use which the immigrant 
authorities have made of the Bible, as the one 
Book translated in all languages, to test the 
reading ability of immigrants, has had during 
the war a counterpart in the protection of our 
country against enemy intrigue. An officer 
high in the censor department, calling at the 
Bible House, said that our book of specimen 
verses of Scriptures in many languages had 
been of great use in identifying the languages 
of the tens of thousands of foreign letters 
which passed through their office. These are 
perhaps small and subsidiary services, but 
they. have been real contributions. 

A far more important widespread and con- 
stant service has been, and is being, rendered 
by the circulation of the Scriptures in many

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languages among the growing population of 
our country. From coast to coast, from lake 
to gulf, from the St. Lawrence to the Rio 
Grande, the Word of God, with its look back 
to the past, its lessons and encouragement for 
the present, its outlook to the future and its 
uplook to God, is working a real work for good 
citizenship of the highest order. 

This July number of the Recorp purposely 
puts forward the call, ‘Americans All!’’

While still in the Tombs, before transfer to — 


the State Prison, he was troubled at night by 
visions. Mentioning them to a fellow-prisoner, 
he was advised to speak to the chaplain. 
Through the chaplain his request for a Bible 
was supplied by the volume which had now 
come back to its original home to be rebound. 
The visions, backed by the story of the Christ, 
read assiduously through the long days in 
prison, led to a glad change of heart. 

For the eighteen months he spent in prison 
this Bible was his constant companion and 
bore increasing marks of his study as he 


traced the passages that impressed him, in 


varied colors, according toa system he adopted. 


The picture which appears here gives little 
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idea of the original. Since his release he has 
continued the study and marking of the Bible, 
and has gone about telling with joy and effect 
the story of his own recent experience and the 
greater story the Bible contains. And so it 
had come about that the Bible, made thus 
doubly precious to him, came to the Bible 
House for a new cover.

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With the Roumanians in the United States 


NE of my most interesting experiences 
as a Bible Secretary was a Sunday spent 
not long ago in Akron, O., with a congregation 
of Roumanians, nearly all, if not all, of them 
connected with the industries of that great 
manufacturing center—the pastor of the church 
himself being a worker in the shops of a neigh- 
boring city and ministering to his flock on 
the week evenings and on Sunday. 
I arrived early Saturday afternoon and took 
a long walk away out through the heart of 
the city, beyond the great factories, to find the 
street on which my correspondent lived. At 
last I came to it and turned off into a region 
where the street itself ceased, so far as any 
work done on it in the way of even leveling was 
concerned, and just beyond a network of rail- 
road tracks I found a row of modest wooden 
houses, soon coming to the number I sought. 
I was given a most hearty welcome by Mr. 
Paul Budeau, who had arranged for my visit. 
After getting acquainted he showed me 
around the corner, the location of the church 
on a side hill, and at 8 o’clock that evening i: 
visited the place, to find the vestry on the low- 
er floor (entered from the side street) well filled 
with an earnest company of men and women on 
their kneesin prayer. It was the“ Third Pray- 
ing.”” They have two “Prayings”’ for the men 
and one for the women. It was a pleasure to 
join reverently in the spirit of the hour though 
T could not understand the words that_were 
said. At the conclusion of the service 1 was 
presented and given a very hearty reception. 
After the service most of the company re- 
mained to a meeting of the Roumanian Bible 
Society, of which my friend Mr. Paul Budeau 
was the secretary, and Mr. Socrash, the presi- 
dent, the present officers being: N. Tarsan, 
president, G. Zdramtian, vice-president, F. 
Rotari, secretary, M. Sherban, treasurer. 
Nearly all of the men present at the meeting 
were in their working clothes, just from their 
day’s labor. Through an interpreter I asked 
and answered questions for an hour concerning 
the printing, sizes of type, style of paper, 
styles of binding, gilding, lettering, etc. 
These men had been so hungry for the Scrip- 
tures in the Roumanian language—the securing 
of which had been stopped by the war, as all 
these Scriptures are made in ‘Bucharest— 
that some months before they had sent a 
special committee to the American Bible So- 
ciety to describe the edition wanted, the num- 
ber of volumes, etc., etc. 
What perhaps is most significant of all 


is the fact that this group of men had said 
to ask the 


American Bible Society to bear the whole 
burden of preparing these books.” They 
therefore subscribed among themselves $6,000 
out of their modest earnings to loan to 
the Society to cover all the expense of 
making plates and printing the first edition, 
the money to be without interest and to be re- 
turned only when the Society should become 
reimbursed for the costs through the sale of 
the books they were anxious to buy. Of this 
$6,000 $4,000 had been paid in and was in 
the bank. The signing of the armistice had 
caused a large number to desire to return to 
their friends in Roumania in the spring to see 
what had happened to the dear ones from whom 
they had not heard for years; so the amount 
paid into the bank was somewhat lessened 
from that which had been subscribed. 

What surprised me was the eagerness with 
which these men were determined to have 
the very best in paper and binding that 
could be produced. They did not care so 
much for the cheaper books or the cloth-bound 
books, but they wanted their Bibles and their 
New Testaments morocco bound, divinity 
circuit, and with their names on the cover in 
gold letters. They did not apparently care 
for the price as long as they got the best, 
though of course the Society has always ar- 
ranged to produce its books at the lowest 
possible cost and without profit. Already I 
may say that the first edition of five thousand 
has been exhausted, and a second edition of 
the same number is almost exhausted, and 
the demand still continues. , 

The first question I was asked was, “ Will 
you stay with us over Sunday and preach for 
us?” Lwas delighted to accept the invitation, 
and on Sunday morning, in a downpour of 
rain that made any ordinary umbrella seem 
useless, I found my way to the church, enter- 
ing from the upper street level an attractive 
auditorium which was completely filled. It 
was a service of great spiritual rejoicing an 
power. My friend at whose house I called on 
Saturday invited me home to dinner, and I 
wish I could tell you of the wonderful dinner I 
had, prepared by his wife (only four or five 
years over from Roumania) and served ey 
daintily, two dear little children joining us at 
the table. One of these was already going to 
school and was looking forward eagerly to 
the time when he should have his own par- 
ticular Bible with his name on it! In the sit- 
ting-room hung an attractive picture of a fine 
man, all dressed in white and seated, with 
two women standing, one on one side, the 
other on the other side, dressed in the Rou- 
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manian costume. This gentleman was the 
father of my host, and his white costume was 
made from the wool off his own sheep, carded 
and spun and woven by the mother, who was 
one of the ladies standing beside him, dressed 
in a delightful green silk robe. 

We had high converse about that table. Not 
so many years before, on his arrival in this 
country, Mr. Budeau had been converted in 
a Baptist church in Cincinnati. He and his 
whole household were devoted, enthusiastic 
Christians. In his leisure hours after the 
day’s work he had been making a Concord- 
ance to the Roumanian Bible. After dinner 
I went to the Sunday school. The audi- 
torium was filled again, and below, in the 
vestry, a group of young men were practic- 
ing on brass instruments, theirs being one 
of the best bands of the city. To hear them 
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play ‘Onward, Christian Soldiers!’ and ‘“‘Amer- 
ica’’ was to realize that a new force was at 
The community 
“‘no license,’’ and voted out sa- 
loons, and no group had been more helpful 
in bringing this about than this Roumanian 


work in our great country.

As I came away and reflected on my ex- 
periences of the day, I was grateful to the 


heavenly Father for letting me see what is 


going on in the hearts of those who have 


come to this country from faraway lands.

If we are alive to our opportunities 
we may find our noblest Americans coming 
from those who have chosen this country as

Up Against a Hard Proposition 

“At the place where I got off the car there 
were several saloons, several drunken men, and 
loud talking crowds on each side of the streets. 
I told God I was up against a hard proposition 
and asked him to help me. I started in with 
the saloons and pool halls. The distribution 
for the day was 50 volumes, among the fol- 
lowing nationalities: 5 Bohemians, 4 Croatians, 
6 English, 1 French, 2 Hungarians, 1 Polish, 2 
Russians, 24 Roumanians, 1 Swedish, 4 Ser- 
vians—making ten languages for the day. 
Eight Bibleless homes were furnished with the 
Scriptures. 

“It is with deep satisfaction that I am 
able to state that there has been no ‘let-up’ in 
the interest manifested in the Word of God. 
Instead, the interest has increased, largely 
stimulated, no doubt, by the war; also by the 
increasing interest taken in the study of 
prophecy, as it relates (so it is claimed) to 


the war, now happily brought to a successful 
conclusion.” 


A Lithuanian Helped, Helps 


_ ‘Seeing a soldier trying to read an English 
Bible, and noting the difficulty experienced in 
the effort, Mr. Brown inquired as to his na- 


tionality, and found him to be a Lithuanian. 
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The soldier’s joy knew no bounds when Mr. — 


Brown furnished him with a Bible in his native 
tongue. 

“Stumbling off down the street, the soldier 
(without lifting his eyes from the familiar 
pages) went direct to his barracks and read 
until a late hour, regardless of the fact that he 
had missed mess that evening. A few days 
later he returned to the ‘Y’ secretary with 
another Lithuanian soldier whom he had dis- 
covered in another unit. The newcomer was 
also supplied with a Bible in Lithuanian. 
Both men confided to the ‘Y’ secretary that 
the Bibles were the first literature they had 
seen in their own language since coming to 
America, seven years ago.’’ 


A Swede’s Eyes Brightened 

“Let me give you an illustration or two of 
the people whom we have served. They have 
been principally Mormons, who as a rule like 
to have the Bible in their homes. 
ago we visited an old lady who loved to read 
the Bible, but who could not because the only 
language she could read was Swedish. On 
being asked to purchase a Bible she replied, 
‘No, I love the Bible and was raised in a home 
where the Bible was studied. 
one that I could read, but it was lost, and I 
cannot read the English.’ When she was told 
that we could supply her with a Bible in her 
native tongue her eyes brightened. She paid 
me the price of the book. We got it for her

Interest among Italians 

‘There is a remarkable interest among the 
Italians in the Bible. The pastors of the 
Italian Protestant churches testify that the 
year 1918 was one of the most encouraging in 
the history of their work. Even among Cath- 
olics, Bible Classes with the Bible as a text- 
book are organized in many of the churches. 
‘We also learn that the Pope has recently di- 
‘rected every priest to read a portion of the 
‘Scriptures in the vernacular of the people 
every Sunday. These are certainly encourag- 
‘ing signs of the times.”’ 


Slavs Eager to Learn 
‘Single men unable to read often find leisure 
time hanging heavily upon their hands. When 
I find such I offer to teach them to read, for 
T have observed that as soon as one of these 


has learned he frequently becomes the teacher 


-of the whole company. The Slavs are eager to 
learn the language of the country that has 
given them a new birth of freedom. T he last 
one whom I taught to read was fifty years. of 
age; he had heard younger men read the Bible 
until he had determined to learn how to read 
it himself.’ 

Supplying Armenians 

“The Rev. A. Vartanian, of Fresno, has been 
faithful in his effort to supply people with 
Scriptures. A shortage in the stock alone has 
been responsible for the diminished sale in the 
Armenian language. The Rev. Vartanian has 
sold not only Armenian but quite a number of 
English Scriptures. Thus we find an increas- 
ing demand among all foreign-speaking people 
for the English Scriptures. It will doubtless 
be many a year before there will be no need 
for the Word of God in the foreign languages 
in America.” 


The Pacific Coast Japanese Served 

“Tn visiting the camps of the foreign-speak- 
ing, and especially the Japanese, Mr. Murphy 
has been very succcessful both in public speak- 
ing and in sale of the Scriptures. The Japanese 
have responded most heartily to his counsel 
and practical preaching ; until to-day the Japan- 
ese are, we think, the best supplied with 
Scriptures of any community of foreign-speak- 
ing people on the Pacific Coast.” 


Helping French People 

“Last winter, while at Riverside, a little 
town near Missoula, Mont., I was much pleased. 
to see the interest taken by an old French lady 
in the sale of the Bible. She said to me, ‘ 
can help you sell some Bibles in the French 
language. The French people here are all 
Catholic, but they need Bibles, and if you 
will let me I will help you sell Bibles to my

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Poles and Hungarians Want the Whole Bible 

“This is more specially true of the Polish 
and Hungarian peoples, from whom there have 
come continual demands for the Word of God. 
These demand the whole Word, many refusing 
to take a portion, even the New Testament, 
claiming that the Old Testament is the ‘Scrip- 
ture given by inspiration of God, and is profit- 
able for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness that the man 
of God may be complete, furnished completely 
unto every good work.’”

Babel in Ohio ; 

“T was never so much impressed with the 
polyglot character of the state’s population as 
during this past year. Possibly Ohio is not 
near the site of ancient Babel; but, nevertheless, 
we have here the confusion of tongues. Tothe 
great manufacturing centers like Youngstown, 
Toledo, Cleveland, Akron, Canton, Cincinnati, 
and other such cities, the people have come 
from the uttermost parts of the earth. A man 
in Canton sends in an order for Scriptures in 
twenty-three different languages.” 


In Many Languages 

“The Rev. Rade Pesut has been in St. Louis 
and nearby towns, including the large foreign 
population scattered throughout the lead-belt 
district. In a single month he worked among 
the following nationalities: American, Ger- 
man, Bohemian, Bulgarian, Croatian, Slovak, 
Servian, Hungarian, Roumanian, Lithuanian, 
Polish, Russian, Armenian, Greek, Hebrew, 


Italian, and Syrian—seventeen in all.” 


“When itis realized that no missionary work 
can be carried on successfully without Scrip- 
tures in the languages of the people the mis- 
sionary is trying to reach, it is evident how 
dependent missionaries are upon the Bible 
Society. That there should be calls for the 
Bible in thirty-six languages here in the South- 
west, and some of them in ever-increasing 
quantities, is a great big story in itself. ‘Lhe 
remarkable feature about it is that this de- 
mand was not worked up by our colporteurs 
to any great extent, for we have had so few 
colporteurs in the past three years. But 
through our army of voluntary workers, our 
select correspondents, and home missionaries 
of the various denominations, the Bible has 
found its way to these ‘strangers within our 


gates.’” 
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“The Rev. and Mrs. U. G. Murphy have 
again given a year of great service to the Bible 
cause in the Northwest. Their sales during 
the past year have been: 1,019 Bibles, 2,531 
Testaments, and 4,995 portions, at a valuation 
of $1,972.88. They have distributed Scrip- 
tures in the following languages: English, 
Hebrew, Swedish, Norwegian, Japanese, Latin, 
Syriac, Croatian, French, Finnish, Polish, 
Italian, Greek, Servian, Chinese, Lettish, 
Danish, Welsh, Spanish, Dutch, and Rou- 
manian.”’ 


“Miss Nichols’ distribution in San Francisco 
has been 2,011 Bibles, Testaments, and por- 
tions in the English, French, Italian, Finnish, 
Hungarian, Chinese, Japanese, Greek, Spanish, 
Yiddish, Roumanian, Arabic, Polish, Russian, 
Portuguese, Syriac, and German languages. 
These have been given and sent with a personal 
loving word to hundreds and hundreds of for- 
eign-speaking men and women. The Word 
sown has gone to distant lands and to ships 
on the Seven Seas.” 


“We have disposed of 513 Bibles, 4,203 
Testaments, and 4,382 Gospels during the 
year and furnished Scriptures in the following 
languages: Roumanian, Italian, Hungarian, 
French, Greek, Chinese, and German. I have 
done work in twenty-one towns. There is a 
wide field of labor here, and I believe God is 
blessing the work; we know that his Word shall 
not return void.”

West Virginia Mountaineers

the West Virginians are strong-minded, but 
they need suggestions. They say, ‘How can 
I understand except someone guide me?’ 
“The nearly fifty thousand volumes placed 
in West Virginia during my nine and a half 
years’ colportage, I believe, are as faithfully 
read as in any other country; and I have grati- 
fying evidence that mothers are more than 
ever reading these Scriptures to their little 
ones. For this I have exhorted and prayed 
ever since I took up this grand work.” 


Contagion of Example 
“A Slovak told me this experience: ‘When 
you were here last you sold a Testament to 
an Italian; he has been reading this book and 
finding so much comfort in it that I wish to 


purchase a copy, which I will read this winter 
to my family.’”’ 
Colporteurs—Teachers 

“Tt is not ordinarily considered that a Bible 
colporteur should also be & language teacher 
and an interpreter of American religious, civic, 
social, and industrial life, yet how greatly 
the ministry of the Word would be curtailed 
were it not made a part of the intimate life 
of the people. Much of my time is spent in 
going from house to house and teaching these 
people. Nor has this work been barren of 
results; for whenever I return, or, as frequently 
happens, these people move to other communt- 
ties, wherever I meet them they are glad that 
I have come and bear testimony to my good 
intentions. Thus many doors are opened 
for the entrance of God’s Word.” 


Colporteurs Used by Government 
“FB. K. Ringsmuth, our former colporteur, 
was taken over by the government for special 
work among foreigners in the training camps, 
and naturally he adopted the Bible as a text- 
book when it was necessary to instruct ignorant 
soldiers.” 


“Harold B. Juhlin, our colporteur for the 
Swedes, and Joseph Dobes, our correspondent 
for the Bohemians in Texas, were likewise 
employed by the government, and they found ~ 
much need for the Bible in foreign languages. 
Moreover, the calls for foreign languages were. 
frequent from all recruiting stations and 
training camps. And where can be found the 
principles of democracy set forth more clearly 
than in the Bible?” 


Reaching Those in Saloons 

“One saloon keeper, when I asked if he 
wished to buy a Bible, refused me roughly, 
saying—‘No, I have not been in a church for 
eighteen years.’ But I could not be turned 
away thus. I explained to him that the Bible - 
was God’s message: that it was not a church- 
made book, but the book that had made the 
church. ‘It is a higher law than the church. 
You may read it in your home, and have a 
church service by yourself, alone with your 
God.’ The saloon keeper thought the matter 
over, finally saying—‘You are right, I will 
buy one of your Bibles.’ 

“In another saloon I asked the bartender if 
he wished to purchase and he said, ‘I have a 
Bible.’ A customer standing near, overhear- 
ing the conversation, seemed interested and 
asked me some questions, which I answered 
discreetly, without entering into a controversy. — 
Then I asked the saloon keeper if I might 
explain my answers further if his patrons were 
interested, and he said—‘Certainly, go ahead.’ |

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Thus it came about that I had a religious meet- 
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ing in the saloon. The customer who seemed 
interested purchased a copy of the Scriptures 
and then took up the work of instructing the 
others in the room as to the worth and value 
of the Bible. They became interested and 
several bought Testaments. One cannot tell 
what the worth of the Scriptures in the hands 
of these men may be, but it has often come to 
pass that God has wrought wonderful de- 
liverances from sin through the accidental 
acquaintance with his Word.” 


A Broken-hearted Italian U. S. Soldier 
Another letter, out of the shadow of camp 
life, is written by a religious work director: 

*“‘T have a number of requests for Bibles and 
Testaments in the Italian language. Yester- 
day at a meeting I conducted at the stockade 
i found a broken-hearted Italian for whom I 
am endeavoring to do just what the Master 
would do if he were around this camp—for both 
this fellow and others of his race who are here. 
I am wishing to bring just such help as will 
enable them to realize that we care for their 
souls. Therefore I am asking you to send at 
once one-half dozen New Testaments or por- 
tions of Scripture in the Italian, and a few 
complete Bibles in the same language.”’ 

Of course this need was met.

A Croatian ‘‘Watchman on the Hills”’ 

“A certain Croatian in a little mining town 
in Illinois is like ‘a watchman on the hills,’ 
in the interests of Christian religion and true 
Americanism. He is a faithful Bible student, 
and the reading of the book has clarified his 
vision as to world happenings. He told me 
that one day he was approached by a Bulgarian 
atheist who tried to persuade him to give up 
his faith, and who began his arguments, as 
all these atheists and materialistic socialists 
do, with a severe attack upon the priest, de- 
claring that the priest is the representative of 
the church; and that if the priest is unworthy, 
therefore Christianity is false, and of course 
there can be no God! God is only a name 
with which the church and the state keep the 
common people in control and defraud them 
of their rights. Thus runs the familiar line 
of argument—full of holes, of course, and break- 
ing under its own weight, yet when urged with 
persistency too often accepted by uninformed 
hearers. So the Bible student caught him up 
with—‘What do I care for the priest?’ The 
Croatian said, ‘If he-is a bad man I do not 
respect him. It depends upon the character 
of the man whether or not I respect him. If 
the priest is a Christian he will be a good mati, 
and none of these things you are saying against 
him can be true.’ ‘I know what you mean,’ 
continued the Croatian, ‘you want me to give 
up my God and believe in the Kaiser’s politics 
and accept the devilish practices of militarism ; 
that I will not do. If the militarists really 
believed in God they would shake and tremble 
for their evil deeds. What shall I believe in? 
Never in them! Shall I give up my belief in 
God, in the Christian religion, in the Bible 
and the Christian church as the means of 
revelation of God’s will? Shall I give these 
up? And in exchange for what?’ The Bul- 
garian was silenced. He had no answer to 
give this earnest man, except an acquiescence 
in the fact that every man must believe in 
someone and something; and that he for one 
would not exchange a definite belief for an 
indefinite ideal. So the Bulgarian went away. 
The Croatian not only had been studying his 
Bible but he had been reading Jugoslav, a 
Croatian daily, which loyally supports America 
and indorses President Wilson’s principles for 
the establishment of world peace. ’ 

“T must add that in the mining community 
where this Croatian’s influence prevails I sold 
a Bible to every Croatian, and did not find 
a single critic of the Bible and the church. 
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In neighboring communities, however, un- 
belief among the foreigners is very prevalent. 
The Bible-reading Croatian and the materialis- 
tic Bulgarian are personifications of America’s 
spiritual hope and spiritual danger. Yet ours 
is not a God of defeat, and the foreigner in 
America with the Bible in his hand and heart 
is God’s gift to this nation.”

25,000 Roumanian Bibles Wanted in One City 

“The Roumanians of Akron asked the So- 
ciety for 25,000 Roumanian Bibles. It was 
my privilege to visit that Roumanian colony 
and preach to them through an interpreter. 
I have never seen a body of men more in 
earnest about anything than were those men 
in the matter of getting the Bible in their own 
tongue. And now, after many weary months 
of waiting, the Bibles are ready for them, and 
they can read the ‘wonderful works of God 
in the tongue wherein they were born.’ 
Much credit is certainly.due the Bible Society 
for bringing out these foreign Scriptures, for 
it had to be done by a special photographic 
process that made it very expensive. De- 
mands for these foreign-language Scriptures 
come to us continually from all over the state 
of Ohio.” 


Teaching Serbs and Croatians to Read and 
Write 

“I have been able to assist a good many 
Serbian and Croatian residents of this com- 
munity to learn to read and write—first their 
native language in the Latin type, and then 
the American language; thus opening the 
Scriptures to their personal use. For in- 
stance, in my. visits to one community I 
came to the home of a Croatian about forty 
years of age who said, in reply to my invitation 
to buy a Bible, ‘It is no use; I can neither read 
nor write.’ ‘But,’ I said, ‘you can learn.’ 
The man and his wife laughed incredulously; 
the woman remembered that it had taken her 
some time to acquire this accomplishment, 
but the man had never tried. ‘Can you write 
your name?’ I asked. ‘No, no!’ he answered. 
‘But you can learn to write it in five minutes,’ 
I persisted. Again the man and his wife 
laughed at the idea. ‘Are you willing to 
try?’ I asked. ‘Please watch the clock,” I 
said to his wife, and then I sat down to show the 
husband how to write his full name. In just. 
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six minutes, to his great astonishment and 
delight, he had learned how to write his name 
with ease. So I had this man write his name 
till he had thoroughly mastered the art. The 
man frankly admitted that he had never 
really tried before; and his wife said it had not 
occurred to her how easy it would be to teach 
her husband. I recommended that the couple 
take their children’s schoolbooks and learn 
the lessons of the primer; or, use the children’s 
blocks to learn the English alphabet. The 
husband then asked me to obtain for him a 
Croatian-English dictionary, and it was like 
a new discovery for him to find in print the 
Croatian words he knew and the English ones 
he was learning in his work in America. So 
it was but a step to persuade this brother to 
buy the Bible in Croatian for his own use, and 
the New Testament in English for the use of 
his children, who are in the public schools, and 
of course care more for the American language 
than they do for their father’s native tongue. 

‘A year later when I saw him I asked, ‘How 
do you value your present ability to read and 
write?’ He replied that he would not ex- 
change this accomplishment for the whole 
city of East St. Louis. I asked another man 


how he valued his newly-acquired knowledge; — 
he said that he had learned the reason for the 
difference between the social and economic 
conditions of the Serbian people in Serbia and 
those living under the 
monarchy.”

Soul hunger 
is greater here than physical hunger, and op- 
portunities for personal work are many. 
People ask me to pray in their homes and 
preach in their churches.”’ Surely, through 
colporteurs like these, the Bible Society is 
doing much for the kingdom of God! ;

Ending February 29, 1919,” has been  re- 


C. A., in making his very interesting report 
on the activities of the Religious Work Bureau, 
states among other things that approximately 
88,000 Bible Class sessions were held in the 
various camps, naval stations, and army posts, 
with an approximate attendance of 2,225,000 
soldiers. He has this interesting paragraph 
about Christian literature: 

“The Christian Literature Committee, with 
Dr. Robert E. Speer as chairman, has been the 
agency for publishing, purchasing, or receiving 
as gifts, seventy-five different booklets and 
leaflets, totaling 15,000,000 copies. There 
have been donated through our Bureau by the 
American Bible Society, 1,100,000 New Testa- 
ments; and there have been published 3,119,000, 
making a total of 4,219,000 New Testaments 
received, ordered and distributed among the 
Army and Navy since the beginning of the 
war, besides 2,024,546 Scripture portions. 

“Tn some of the camps Bible study has filled 
a large place. In several from twenty-five to 
fifty per cent of the men have enlisted in Bible 
Classes. There were few camps that wholly 
neglected Bible study. It is impossible to esti- 
mate with any hope of accuracy the results of 
this work. It is safe tosay that our young men 
received much more Bible training in the camps, 
however, than they did in civil life. One result 


that can be measured is that our soldiers 
who put on uniform came to regard a pocket 
Testament as an essential part of their equip- 
ment. We can only hope that there was much 
Bible reading done in the Army.”

Another, even more 
destitute, said: ‘I lost my Bible, but my hymn 
book remained; and in the midst of torture 
and horror I could sing such hymns as ‘Jesus 
he me,’ and I was able to endure, and I praise
